Included in this general classifica- 
tion is a proposai “that the govern- 
ment impound the $3,600,000,000 
worth of gold held in all the federal 
reserve banks throughout the coun- 
iry. The government then could re- 
valuate the dollar in terms of goid 
if the devaluation 
were 50 per cent, of approximately 
$4,000,000,000 through the maneuver. 
This figure includes gold now held by 
the treasury, as well as the reserve 
bank gold. 

Seen As Next Step. 

Some observers believe this will be 
the next step in President Roosevelt's 
monetary program. The chief execnu- 
tive has given it considerable study 
and expressed the opinion Friday that 
the gold could be seized under the 
Thomas amendment to the farm bill 
and that no further empowering legie 
lation would be needed from con- 
gress. 

Congressional leaders in sympathy 
with the president’s money program, 
however, indicated that because of 
the importance of such a move the 
chief executive might want “airtight”

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THE NEW HIGHWAYS. 

Warning that the United States 
now has but few highways designed 
to accommodate in safety the wear 
and tear of high-speed automobiles, 
Charles M. Upham, director of 
the American Road Builders’ Asso- 
ciation, in a recent statement 
points out that “it is bad eco- 
nomics to ignore current and fu- 
ture traffic demands” in future 
highway construction. 

The type of highway which was 
considered the finest that could be 
built five, or even ten years ago, 
would now, in view of the revo- 
lutionary progress in the develop- 
ment of the automobile, be not only 
dangerous to traverse, but would 
last but a short time, 

Before the recent trend towards 
added weight in all classes of mo- 
tor vehicles and the large increase 
in speed, a comparatively inexpen- 
sive base, with a thin surfacing of 
hard, smooth material, was all that 
was required to constitute a first- 
quality highway. Such a road now 
would soon crumble under the 
wearing effect of heavy vehicles, 
being driven at high speed. 

The highway of today, to with- 
stand the use to which It will be 
subjected, and to offer safety to 
the motorist, should be built to ac- 
commodate huge weights, must be 
scientifically banked, and must 
have none but sweeping curves. 

In his statement Mr. 
holds that “the modern tendency 
to increase speed of the automo- 
bile can only be made an effective 
factor, instead of an interesting in- 
dustrial toy, through the develop- 
ment high-speed highways in 
congested areas and of roads 
equipped for safety in other sec- 
tions.

Associate Justice H. Warner 
Hill, of the Georgia supreme court, 
whose death occurred Saturday 
after a lingering illness, was one 
of the south’s most distinguished 
lawyers and jurists. 

A member of the highest court 
in the state for 23 years, Judge 
Hill had previously served as a 
member of the state railroad com- 
mission, aS representative in the 
general assembly from Meriwether 
county and as mayor of Greenville. 
He served as president of the 
People’s Bank of Greenville for a 


j}number of years, was a trustee of 


Emory University and Wesleyan 
Female College, and for many years 
had been an outstanding lay leader 
of the Methodist Episcopal church. 
During his long career he also 
interest in the 
various fraternal organizations, hav- 
ing served as high priest of the 
Royal Arch Masons of Georgia and 
as worshipful master of the blue 
lodge at Greenville. 

Descended from. distinguished 
lineage, in which were to be found 
the Puritans of New England and 
the Cavaliers of Virginia, the finest 
characteristics of both were com- 
bined in Judge Hill. Of marked 
judicial temperament, he possessed 
the best qualities of the hardy 
pioneers of America and the pro- 
gressiveness and broad vision of 
the public men of today. He was 
actuated by the highest ideals both 
in his private life and his public 
service. 

During his long service on the 
supreme bench of Georgia, Judg2 
Hill was called on to pass upon 
many intricate questions of law and 
the decisions written by him are 
now included among the soundest 
and most important rulings in Amer- 
ican legal procedure. His outstand- 
ing ability, his habit of intense 
study of difficult problems and the 
soundness of his decisions won for 
him widespread respect among the 
members of the Georgia bar. 

The state loses a valuable and 
distinguished public servant and the 
bar one of its most esteemed mem- 
bers in the death of this able Geor- 
gia jurist.

Bethlehem 


Bells. 

Millions of people heard the bells 
of Bethlehem on Christmas morning 
when the campanila of the Church of 
the Nativity, in the little Judean 
town, was put on a world-wide broad- 
casting net. The idea was an excel- 
lent one, for it brought home to all 
of us in a rather dramatic manner 
that the earth is growing smaller all 
the time and that Bethlehem is not 
some vague, distant and intangible 
something, but that it exists and that 
it may come within earshot even. 

The voice of Bethlehem, however, is 
not confined to church bells, Another 
message came from there also. It is 
to be hoped that in this new year the 
whole world may become penetrated 
with the importance of that message, 
which speaks about “peace on earth!” 

Apart from the sentimental value 
of the bells of Bethlehem, I don’t 
think much of their musical perfec- 
tion. I would have liked to have 
heard the international broadcasting 
systems switch their sensitive ears in 
yet another direction. Why can’t we 
have a carillon concert from some 
Flemish or Dutch singing tower next 
time, or even at Easter? I think the 
arrangement can easily be made now, 
for the United States minister to Hol- 
land, William Gorham Rice, is one 
of the greatest living experts on bell 
music. He has written extensively on 
the subject and he must be having a 
splendid time in The Hague. right in 
the shadow, or at least within ear- 
shot of the St. Jacob’s tower, where 
the carillon has just been repaired 
and is in the hands of a famous 
“beiaardier,” bell player. 

Or why not let St. Mary’s clock- 
tower of Antwerp give us a concert 
in America, or Malines, where the 
famous Denyn does the playing, or 
Bruges, or Gand, or Utrecht. There is 
no lack of carillons to make a choice. 
I think Americans will appréciate a 
concert of that kind. 


War in 
The Air. 


German periodicals print maps 
showing the thousands of aeroplanes 
possessed by neighboring countries, 
and long lines marking the “radius of 
action” of the machines point to the 
heart of Germany. In Munich recent- 
Jy there were rehearsals of defense 
against air raids. There were re- 
hearsals of the same kind in Tokyo. 
The city was “attacked” by an enemy 
lying off Japan’s southeast coast. 
Raids were nade by day and by night. 
By day, smoke screens were sent up 
from the city; at night, al] lights were 
put out, gas masks were issued, spe- 
cial patrols, ambulance parties and 
fire brigades carried out their as- 
signed parts. 

In part, all this is propagandist. 
In Germany it is intended to draw at- 
tention to the defenselessness of the 
country against neighbors heavily 
armed with the most destructive 
weapon, and to secure support for a 
government which is prepared to agi- 
tate vigorously for equality. In Japan, 
where the military rulers are en- 
forcing an ambitious program, it is 
designed to suggest the vulnerability 
= the nation and the need for sacri- 
ice. 

But there is another aspect of these 
rehearsals. It is that nowadays, 
wherever a people is geographically 
exposed to attack by air, it assumes 
as a matter of course that the attack 
will come and that it will be directed 
without mercy against the civil popu- 
lation. Not only Munich, which is 
helpless, assumes this, but even 
Tokyo, which is protected both by a 
great fleet and air force and by thou- 
sands of miles of sea. The peculiar 
attribute of aeroplanes is that su- 
perior strength offers no certain de- 
fense against them. In an air war no 
multiplication by any one country of 
defensive aeroplanes and guns will 
save its cities from attack. War will 
be a competition in destruction in 
which both sides will win great vic- 
tories. Victors and vanquished will 
each make a desolation in order to 
call it peace. 

Carthage indeed may burn, but so

SNORES WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The Garner dynasty in con- 
gress is not dead, nor is it sleeping. 

The snores you hear from the vice president and his undercover 
boys are merely stage snores. 

Down underneath, he and his associates are doing a strong but 
quiet job of leadership for the administration. Through their close 
friendship with Senator Pat Harrison and others, their influence in 
the senate is noticeable. 

But they actually run the house, 


PALS Their part is largely to devise the political strategy of how 
to get bills through and how to keep down insurrections. 
They have a big hand in writing important legislation and the biggest 
hand in getting it through. 

The best key positions of committee chairmen are held by their 
crowd. Actually there are six chairmen of house committees from 
Texas—Jones, agriculture; Buchanan, appropriations; Rayburn, in- 
terstate commerce; Sumners, judiciary; Lanham, public buildings;

PAY CUT The other day on the pay cuts it appeared on the sur- 
face that the Garner brain trust had a close call. 

Headlines proclaimed the fact thatethey squeezed their drastic ad- 
ministration bill through by only six votes. 

Actually they were not in serious danger. 

What happened could only happen in the house. 

The big vote came on a motion to adopt the previous question. 

That shut of all debate and all chance of amending the strong 
gag rule.

Temper is nature’s antidote for cowardice. Let a timid man “get 
mad” and he will dare things that nothing could persuade him to do 
in cold blood. 

Ignorant men in backward communities, where fist and skull fight- 
ing is commonplace, make deliberate use of temper without knowing 
why it is useful. 

One of them, boasting of his valor, will say to his cronies: “When 
I heard what he had said about me, | ran to his store. 1 didn’t walk; | 
ran.”’ 

But it wasn’t bravery that caused him to run. He ran because ex- 
perience had taught him that violent action would preserve his wrath 
and therefore his courage. 

A man of this type, facing battle, curses loudly and vocally abuses 
his enemy in deliberate effort to work up a rage. He has learned that 
rage will make him forget danger and hurt and double his strength. 

The theory of scientists is that rage and fear increase the activity 
of the adrenal glands—and possibly of others—and the increased secre- 
tion multiplies muscular strength. 

It also increases the flow of blood to the head, and this increased 
flow, ae the blood vessels in the eyes, causes the fighter to 
‘see red.” 

Rage alone can increase the gland secretion, but violent action pro- 
moted by rage increases it more and more, so that rage increases with 
every blow struck. 

Thus a man who has learned to use temper as a substitute for 
courage can quickly transform himself into a raving beast—litterally as 
mad as any maniac in a padded cell. He loses all control of himself and 
is completely unaware of what he does. 

Recently such a man kicked his infant son to death; another beat 
to death a 15-year-old boy he had kidnaped; dnd a girl of 15 stoned 
and strangled an 8-year-old chum to death and then slashed her face 
with a broken bottle. 

Temper is the beast in man, inherited from the jungle. 

Once it was useful; now it is a curse and a treacherous weakness. 

The young can suppress and outgrow it as they outgrow other 
primitive characteristics. After maturity they cannot. 

To cultivate it is to invite a temporary insanity that leads often to

States and Germany, Russia, Great Britain and France may be seriously

after the measure, which is aimed at foreign govern- 
ments that have defaulted on war debts, was passed 
by an oral vote, Senator Robinson, democratic leadér, 
came into the senate chamber and asked reconsid- 


eration. 


The bill, sponsored by Senator Hiram Johnson, 
of California, was réported at the last session of 


congress, This 


correspondent directed attention 2 


few weeks ago to the text of the bill, pointing out 
that unless amended it might mean the loss of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars to innocent American 


citizens. 


As the bill was drawn it prohibited any sale 


of any foreign government bonds, including those 
now in possession of American citizens or banks or 


Se institutions.

President Roosevelt conferred with Senator John- 


son after the publication of the newspaper article in question and the 
California senator inserted an amendment to the effect that the bill 
Should apply only to foreign bonds or securities which are issued after 


the bill becomes law. 


This removes many objections, but the text as 


it reads today still. prohibits all loans of any kind to any foreign govern- 
ment which has defaulted on any loan. 
The language used in the bill could be construed to affect short-time 


as well as long-time loans. 


The purpose of the measure, of course, is 


to prevent American citizens from-buying any securities issued by foreign 
governments that have defaulted and this is in line with the desire of 
many Americans, who feel that there ought to be some way to show 


America’s displeasure over the repudiation of debts. 


But while this can 


be accomplished by prohibiting transactions in bond issues of the future, 
the troubles that arise over the renewal of existing short-term loans or 
the refunding of old issues. are numerous.

Battle of the Marne.

The situation was clear- 
ed after months of negotiations when 
France ordered General Marchand to 
leave the fort.

GROW HAY FOR PROFIT, 


STATE URGES FARMER 


Georgia farmers would do well to 
consider hay—any kind of hay—when 
they are laying their planting plans, 
J. F. Greer, director of the state 
bureau of markets, said Sunday. 

“T could dispose of any reasonable 
amount of hay at a good price now 
if I could get it,” he said. 

The principal function of the bu- 
reau is finding markets for Georgia 


farm products. It handles the actual 
sales, and keeps on hand lists of the 
products for sale and the needs of 
buyers. 

It is seldom that the state pro 
duces enough hay to fill its own re- 
quirements, Greer said, and this year 
there has been an unusual shortage 
in most parts of Georgia. 

He said he had on hand orders for 
bean hay, peavine hay, peanut hay, 
alfalfa, clover, “and just about every 
sort of plant that a mule or a cow 
will eat, but I can’t find the hay to 
fill them.” 

The Georgia market for hay is prac- 
tically always a profitable one, be- 
cause of the usual shortage of sup- 
plies, the market director said. since 
the Georgia producer can get for his 
hay, in addition to the regular mar- 
ket price, a considerable portion of 
what it would cost to’ship the product 
in from another section of the coun- 


try. . . 9 * |

] am referring to Axel Olaf Lindstrom, the Big Swede, who 
Once toiled for Nashville on the pitcher’s mound. 

Axel Olaf Lindstrom, who once told me that he - 
wanted the epitaph ‘‘He enjoyed it all,’’ carved on his 
tombstone, has had a dizzy career in the minors, largely 
in the Eastern, N. Y. P. and Southern leagues. 

It was in 1927, or thereabouts, that he was with Wilkes- 
Barre in the N. Y. P. league. They travel in busses in that 
league. The bus was waiting for Axel and the manager was 
chaffing at the delay. 

And out of the hotel came Axel. It was the morning 
of the Fourth of July. And Axel was full of patriotism 
—nothing else. He had purchased a large cannon 
cracker. And this he lighted and tossed into the bus. 

The cracker exploded up against the manager’s ear, break- 
ing the ear drum and putting the manager, a playing one, out 
of the game. For some reason the manager failed to see the 
joke at all. He even became angry about it, being an unrea- 
sonable man, no doubt, and had Axel Olaf Lindstrom sent away 
to another team. 

He never quite understood why the manager failed 
to see the joke. So he went away and sold his talents 
to another team. 

He was one of the early clowns in baseball. One day they 
were shelling Axel rather hard. As I recall he set a reverse 
record that day. They hit five or six home runs off him in one 
game. Because Axel was like the little girl in that: 

When she was good she was very, very good and 
when she was bad she was horrid. 

When Axel didn’t have it he was horrid. 

After the five or six home runs had been hit the chief 
slugger came up again. Axel was pitching from a rather 
high mound. 

He let the ball go and then flopped down behind his mound 
like a soldier diving into a trench as the ball whistled over his 
head. His manager didn’t think that was very humorous. 


A GOOD CHEATER. 

Axel Olaf Lindstrom was generally regarded as 1 cheater 
when he was going well. He had the same sort of reputation 
that Dave Danforth had. They never pinned anything on him. 
But they were always examining the baseball when he was 
working. 

In 1923 he won 20 games for Nashville. One of 
the infielders used to nick the ball for him on his spike 
or by rubbing it across a broken brass eyelet in the 
webbing of his glove. When he had it roughed up Axel 
could make the ball cut a lot of didoes. 

He often pitched a spitball in a pinch when the count was 
three and two on the batter. He liked that. It was his little 
ioke. The spitter was, of course, very, very illegal. That was 
his defense. The very audacity of it made him secure. 

Often I have seen him strike out a batter, usually 
the third out, with a spitter. And come into the bench 
with his face as innocent in appearance as a cake of 
scap. 
re his air of injured innocence, as they examined a base- 

ball for some signs of cheating, was something else. He was 
an actor. 

And now he is coming into the league as an umpire. 
He’ll make a good one. And he'll be newspaper copy. 
He’s a good buy, is the big Swede.

RHINO WILLIAMS AND THE STEAMER. 

Return of Spencer Abbott to the Southern association re- 
calls the famous dialog between Rhino Williams, of Abbott's 
Memphis club in 1921, and Steamboat Johnson, the best of our 
Dixie umpires. 

Abbott brought his Chicks to Nashville for their first game 
there that season. It was also the first meeting of Johnson and 
Williams, Chick outfielder. It ran something like this as Rhino 
came to bat:
